At the annual meeting of the Sutton School District 
on March 8, 1947, it was voted to set up a Central School 
Building Committee, composed of the three Selectmen, 
the three members of the School Board, and the existing 
Central School Committee.

Acting on the vote taken at the 1947 Annual School 


_ Meeting to buy the Harry L. Chadwick lot in Sutton as 


a site for the Central School, the-School Board has pro- 
cured an option on that piece of property. As soon as the 


___ weather permits, a proper survey will be completed and 
an abstract and deed will be prepared, and final settle-

Application to the proper Federal authorities for funds 
for the planning phase of the work has been made.

The town has approved a Central School and has 
voted to construct one when the time is favorable. The 


; responsibility for the construction of the School has been 
a left to the judgment of the Central School Building Com- 
_--—s mittee, pending favorable costs and availability of ma- 

. terials. 


From consultation with several competent architects, 
at it is evident that building costs will never go back to 1941 
_ - levels. However, some reduction in present high costs 
have been ‘effected, and others may be expected in the 
r. near future. Most bottlenecks in the production of ma- 
a terials have dissappeared. 

The Committee, fully aware of the pressing need of a 
Ba, Central School, has tried to appraise public sentiment and 
a to satisfy the majority of taxpayers in the light of the 
: Committee’s responsibilities. A group of taxpayers is ad- 
--___—-yocating immediate construction of a Central School, the 
total cost of which is to be financed by taxation. The 
‘ " Committee does not deem this proposal expedient at the 
present time. Considerable time is necessary to complete 
the planning activities for a Central School. An architect 
must be selected and funds appropriated for drawing the 

- detailed plans of a Central School. 

oF The drive for funds from public subscription should 
- be completed by late summer of 1948. An objective of 
$20,000.00 has been set. Upon completion of the campaign 
for funds by donations, the Central School Building Com- 
mittee will know the exact amount of money that will 
have to be appropriated at a Special School District Meet- 
ing; providing conditions are suitable for the building of 
a Central School.

The average membership for 1946-1947 was 88.36 pupils. 
The present enrollment of the schools is 104.“Che South 


‘school with just the seventh and eighth grades is crowded, 


the Sutton Mills school is fairly satisfactory, the North 
school has 44 pupils at the present time, compared with an 
average membership last year of 25 pupils. This is far too 
many pupils for one teacher to have. It would be bad 


enough if this were seventh and eighth grades but to have 
this number in the first three grades is especially bad. One 


has to be a superman to have seventeen first graders who 
have to be helped to make their school adjustment and to 
be taught to read and write and, on top of that, to have 27 


other youngsters in the second and third grades. 


The need for a new school building with provision for 


four class rooms is becoming more and more urgent.each © 


year and cannot be delayed too much longer without serious 
consequences for the elementary school children of the com- 
munity. I believe that the people of Sutton have got to face 
the fact that a large share of the cost of the building is 
going to be raised by taxes and that either the tax rate or 
the present system of assessing property is going to be 
affected. 

Another problem which the people of Sutton are going 
to have to face isthe problem of transportation of high 


school pupils. The present trend with the increased State 


Aid is to provide transportation for high school pupils. 
Several pupils have dropped out of school because of the 
cost of transportation to high school. 


The teachers in the three schools deserve special com- 


mendation for doing..excellent work under difficult condi- 


tions. Sutton is indeed fortunate to have them and every — 


effort should be made to keep them in the District.
